Lord Salisbury written on the 12th 
of October, Sir Clande puts very 
cogently the reasons why the rest of 
the allies did not follow the Russian 
example of withdrawing prematurely 
from Peking :-— 


Had that course been followed by the rest 
of the Powers, it is beyond all doubt that 
there would have been a massacre here, not 
only of all the Christians, whom we protect- 
ed during the siege of the Legations, and 
those who bave since returned from. various 
hiding-places in the country, but of the 
many Chinese who have done service to 
foreigners since the relief, and probably 
many missionaries would have refused to 
Teave, and would have shared their fate. 
Politically, the effect (co far as it, is possible 
to forecast the effect of any action in this 
country of contradictions) would have been 
to convince the Chinese Government that 
Foreign Powers had exhausted their avail- 
able resources in taking Peking, and were 
unable to hold it, and that they need make 
no overtures for peace. 








A very interesting list is given by 
Sir Claude of the arms and ammuni- 
tion found in the Hsiku Arsenal 
when it was captured by Admiral 
Seymour. It was most of it new and 
so modern, “that the Krupp guns 
are even of a newer type than those 
possessed by the Germans.” The 
approximate value is £2,500,000; Sir 
Glade does not say whose. prize it 
became. Dr. Poole’s report on the 
working of the International Hospital 
established in the British Legation 
during the Siege is most interesting; 
it is well worth quoting in full, but 
we have only room for one extract :— 


‘When it is borne in mind that there were 
ten different nationalities represented, all 
speaking different tongues; that some such 
as the Croatians and” Dalmatians of the

| possible to avoid; that the heat, the plague 
| of lies, and the mosquitoes, were well nigh 
| Insufferable, it will be posible to. partly 
realise the ‘nature of the work in the In- 
ternational Hospital, and to give the due 
praise and honour to those women who were 
willing to run the gauntlet of bullets and 
shells, risk the danger attendant on the 
nursing of infectious diseases, and undergo 
terrible discomfort and loss of health, in 
their care of the sick and wounded. 
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A telegraphic dispatch trom Mr. 
Warren to Lord Lansdowne dated 
Shanghai the 11th of December 
proves—as, indeed, we knew already 
—that the fiasco that has been made 
of the Chiichou massacre was not Mr. 
Warren's fault. The dispatch is as 
follows 

The newly-appointed Governor of Che- 
Kiang, Yun Tsu-yi, has written to me pro- 
mising to deal justly with those concerned 
in the massacres at Chiichou in July last. 
Yesterday T received a cheng, the 
Director-General of the Railways, who asked 
me, on behalf of Yun Tsu- at punish- 
snents Her Majesty’s Gov 
inflicted on the guilty parties 
handed Sheng a list of those of whos 
plicity there"was no doubt, aud said that, 
subject to the approval of my Government, 
I should demand the execution of the Taotai

Jater date: the Chinese Government might, 
J thought, be trusted to deal according to 
Chinese law with the actual perpetrators of 
the massacres, 

Xo masstcre of foreigners ever occurs 
without the complicity, active or under- 
stood, of the offic and it is useless to 
merely punish the instruments, as that has 
no deterring efiect. It is, therefore, very 
necessary that the official instigators of the 
auassacre should be punished with the utmost 

law, and if firmly pressed for 
adopted. 
ry is raised, we should insist 
on the punishment of all the officials, whose 
‘was to keep the peac all the 
foreigners have been massacred, we are 
entirely dependent on the evidence of Chi- 
nese. 


The fiasco does not appear to be 
Sir Ernest Satow’s fault either, for on 
the 13th of December he telegraphed 
to Lord Lansdowne: “I informed 
Li Hung-chang, who called here this 
afternoon, that Warren’s demand that 
capital punishment be inflicted on the 
officials who were concerned in the 
massacre at Chiichou would be ap- 
proved by H.M’s Goverument, and 
that discussion with regard to com- 
pensation cannot be entered on until 
they are satisfied as to the punish- 
ments.” ‘That: the claims made by 
Roman Catholic Missions are always 
so much larger than those made under 
similar circumstances by their Pro- 
testant brethren is partly explained 
in a dispatch of the 17:h of December 
from Sir E, Satow to Lord Lansdowne: 
“T have been told by the French 
Minister that French Missions always 
add a sum sufficient to cover their 
converts’ lossees to the claims presente: 
by them.”

Is reference to the annoyance caused to 
certain Chinese women in the Foochow 
Road on Saturday night, we learn that 
no complaint was made hy any of the 
Chinese at any of the police stations on 
thxt night. In justics to the soldiers 
concerned it is pointed out that these 
houses of entertainment in the centre of 
the Foreign Settlement are a greater 
nuiswnce than even at ordinary times, now 
that Shanghai has become a garrison town. 
‘The soldier who sees a house of entertain- 
ment open—and the Fonchow Road is very 
convenient to the French camp—cannot 
and does not know that he is not wanted 
there ; and if he is stopped by a Chinaman, 
he says to himself that he has come to 
China to fight Chinamen, and he is not 
going to be stopped by one of them from 
entering what appears to him to be a 
public house. There is obviously some- 
thing to be said on the soldier’s side ; and 
we hear that the damage done in’ this 
instance only amounted to the value of a 
few cents. 

We hear that the Portuguese clerk who 
forged a cheque on the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank last week for Tis. 14,800 
and: succeeded in cashing it, bas been 
arrested at Chefoo, and nearly all the 
money has been recovered. 

Ricumoxp, mentioned in oné of our

He was fond of outdoor 
life, of flowers, and of horses, and was for 
several years an irreptoachable Master of 
the Hounds. Affable, genial, and hospit- 
able, he made nothing but friends during 
his long residence in China, and his loss 
will be felt for a long time.

Richard P. Rothwell, mining engineer 
and journalist, died in New York on April 
18. Few men in his profession were more 
widely or better known, and his services 
to the cause of industrial science cannot 
well be over-stated. Mr. Rothwell was a 
native of Canada, being born at Ingersoll, 
Ontario, in the year 1837. After a 
preliminary education in this country he 
took a three years course of study at the 
Imperial Scliool of Mines at Paris, 
France, following it up with further 
studies’ in the Mining Academy at Frie¢ 
berg, Saxony. In 1864 he began work in 
the anthracite region of Pennsylvania. 
Here he had engincering charge of a num- 
ber of collieries, and was also engineer to 
the Hazard Manufacturing Compuny, { 
which he designed and built what is said 
to be the largest wire-rope plant in the 
Mr. Rothwell was also as fertile 

juts as he was eminent in 
engineering skill. He was editor and 
general manager of the “ Engineering and 
Mining Journal,” and his passing away 
leaves a blank in the industrial world that 
sone fess in 
the roll call of gifted and honoured men, 
since death drew its black pencil across 
the name of R. P. Rothwell.

THE LIBEL MARKET. 
28th June, 
RECENTLY attention has been called 
not only to libel itself but to the 
demand for libel as shown by the 
publication in the “Irish People.” 
A certain number of this paper con- 


tained a gross attack upon the per- 
sonal character of King Edward VI, 
and being summarily suppressed in 
consequence was the occasion of a 
motion for the adjournment of the 
House of Commons. ‘I'he leader of 
the House characterised the article 
in question as foul, obscene, and 
seditious. ‘I'he “ Morning Post ” says 
that such attacks are “an offence in 
the eyes of every loyal subject . . . 
an injury to the whole public . . . a 
cruel injustice to the Sovereign him- 
self, whose position prevents him from 
taking the measures which any 
among his subjects would assuredly 
take... and an injury to the nation 
which is humiliated before the gaze 
of Europe by having these cowardly 
and insulting slanders published 
abroad.” What seems the strangest 
part of the whole matter is, not the 
publication of the libel itself—that is 
comprehensible to any one knowing 
the condition of Irish politics—but 
the fact that not a single M.P. in the 
Irish party was found to stand boldly 
up in his place in the House and 
denounce such an ungentlemanly act. 
It cannot be that all the Irish mem- 
bers are so devoid of honour as not 
to know what is and what is not con- 
sonant with the demeanour of a gentle- 
man, Were it so, Ireland would be 
misrepresented in’ Parliament—not 
represented. _1t is impossible to con- 
ceive any of the Irish gentlemen 
whom other British subjects are 
proud to reckon amongst their friends, 
assenting to or conniving at anything 
so mean and despicable as an attack 
upon the private character of the 
Ring. But political life plays sad 
havoc with gentlemanly instincts at 
times, A fealing British Journal 
(Liberal and Pro-Boer) quotes with 
approval a saying of Sir George 
‘Trevelyan’s that “a newspaper may 
be as much the machinery of murder 
as a pistul or a knife,” yet it charac- 
terises the action of the Chief Secre- 
tary in suppressing the “Irish People” 
as not only illegal but foolish. An- 
other Liberal organ, however, in 
quoting the description of the article 
given in Parliament as “scandalous, 
scurrilous, gross, coarse, brutal, out- 
rageous, false, and loathsome,” says: 
“The epithets are strong, but we 
have the article before us, and are 
not prepared to say that they are 
exaggerated.” “Truth” passes inuch 
the same verdict. 

Libelssuch as these, however, would 














not be written if there were not a 
demand for them. For years past 
the public taste has been stimulated 





by personalities, “interviews,” society 
gossip, and a dozen other kinds of 
tittle-tattle which must be spicy to 
be marketable. The usual result 
has come to pass; the strength of the 
stimulant has to be increased as the 
patient becomes accustomed to its 
use, and from tittle-tattle more or 
less true to tittle-tattle maliciously 
false the steps are neither many nor 
long. There are papers of the 
pariah type which live upon such 
questionable stuff. Others of mush- 
room growth look to it as the chief 
means of bringing themselves into 
uotoriety. Libel then becomes a 
matter of bookkeeping—so much risk, 
so much profit. A lost suit perhaps, 
an increased circulation. [t is all a 
matter of debit and credit in which 
truth counts for nothing and privacy 
for less. Nothing is sacred to these 
gentry. ‘They neither fear exposure 
nor regard fame. Swingeing damages 
can alone be relied on to remedy the 
evil. As soon as losses become 
heavier than gains, and this as a 
certainty, we may look for a great 
improvement in the tone of the 
pariah press. 

As it is there is a libel market or 
there would be no supply, and so 
long as the demand exists so long 
will there be found miscreants 
to respond to it As a matter of 
fact we have in the law of libel an 
example of legal action in advance 
of a great deal of public opinion. In 
another penkaly the same was the 
case with regard to smuggling. Many, 
even of the so-called respectable 
classes, looked on sinugglers and 
smuggling with a very lenient eye. 
It was considered rather a clever and 
frequently a manly thing to cheat 
the revenue and defeat the coast 
guard. Something of the same con- 

ition of opinion prevails in certain 
circles at this day with respect to 
libels and libellers. Men accustomed 
to political strife see no harm in the 
most scathing denunciation of public 
men, and by no ineans confine their 
vilification to public life. Particu- 
larly is this true in those sturdy 
democracies, France and the United 
States. To what an extent it may 
go when completely unbridled was 
seen during the Dreyfus scandal. 1b 
is by nu meaus a pleasing prospect 
which is thus opened up to our view. 
Many men who have accepted the 
evolutionary doctrine in the hope 
and belief that it necessarily presumed 
progress to better things are being 
bitterly undeceived. ‘The condition 
of a society which can tolerate writ- 
ing of the kind which does duty in 
some of the degraded journals of 
these days is certainly uot an advance 
upon that of the day when Addison's 
delightful essays brightened the 
pages of the first “Spectator.” 
We have suggested pecuniary 
damages of the heaviest as being 
more likely than anything else to 
bring home to the libeller the un- 















profitableness of libelling. But som: 
thing more is wanted—an elevation in 
taste. So long as a sufficiently wide 
public can be found to gloat over 
obscenity, to delight’ in filth, and to 
patronise the producer thereof, so 
long will there be men degraded 
enough to pander to such tastes. 
Libel flourishes at both ends of the 
social scale. It is rank and Inath- 
some among the dregs at the bottom, 
it if light and airy, but uone the less 
poisonous, amungst the scum at the 
top. In this as in so many other 
inatters, the middle strata of soviety 
are an example both to higher and 
to lower. ‘There are to be found the 
homely virtues of honesty, temper- 
ance, and truth. There is the great- 
estdetestation of shams and fulsity ; 
there in consequence is least libel. 
It is entirely a matter of good taste. 
Eliminate the low-bred liking fur 
libel, and the libeller disappears. 











AN APPEAL FROM 
HANGCHOW. 
29th Funes 

We venture to draw our readers’ 
attention to the wppeal in another 
column from Hangchow. It is the 
translation of a letter from Dr. Liu, 
one of the House Surgeons in Dr. 
Duncan Main’s well-know hospital. 
Such a Hall as that for which Dr. 
Liu asks Shanghai to provide the 
funds is wanted not only for lectures 
but for holding the regular hospital 
services—for it must not be forgotten 
that Dr. Main’s is a mission hospital. 
At present these services are held 
in the waiting-room of the hospital, 
which is very stall, very inconvenient, 
and is wanted for the use for which 
it is normally destined. There are 
not many people in Shanghai who do 
not know something of the services 
that Dr. Main has rendered to 
humanity, and if Dr. Liu’s letter 
should arouse, as we hope it will, 
sufficient interest amongst Shanghai 
residents and helpers of the medical 
mission work in Hangchow to elicit 
from them contributions towards the 
cost of the proposed hall, it gocs 
without saying that this will be most 
grateful to Dr. Main. Iv may well 
be mentioned in this connection that 
Dr. Liu himself aud several other 
native Christian helpers connected 
with the hospital at Hangchow 
remained at their posts throughout 
the troubles of last year when danger 
and destruction were imminent, 
thereby helping to preserve and 
protect the hospitals, though it was 
especially dangerous for any Chinese 
who was known fo be intimately 
connected witn foreigners, aud had 
made himself a “secondary foreign 
devil.” 

It is as certain as anything can be 
that ignorance is at the bottom of the 
anti-foreign outrages in China; 
ignorauce at Peking, ignorance in the 
official yaméns ‘throughout the Em- 
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pire, ignorance in the people them- 
selves. Anything that can be done 
to dispel this ignorance should be 
most heartily encouraged, and that is 
why we have suggested that we 
should forego our share of the 1- 
demnity on condition of a good part 
or the whole of it being devoted to the 
foundation of schools and colleges, 
for the benefit primarily of the 
Chinese and secondarily of ourselves. 
Everywhere we find’ the Chinese 
asking for enlightenment: the ideas 
of the Eniperor, which he was 
removed from power in 189 for 
entertaining, have been filtering 
down through all ranks throughout 
the Empire, and everywhere we find 
a consciousness of ignorance, and a 
desire for knowledge. When men 
like Dr. Main and Dr. Liu tell us that 
a Lecture Hall in Hangchow will 
be a great assistance in the fur- 
therance of the good work of 
enlightenment, we can be sure that 
we are doing right in helping to 
provide this means of spreading 
Knowledge among the people. ‘To 
edacate the Chinese is more satis- 
factory in every way and much less 
costly than to coerce them with 
punitive expeditions, and they have 
asa people so much curiosity that 
they will eagerly avail themselves of 
every such opportunity to get new 
ideas. The good work that is being 
done all over China by missionary 
doctors, missionary schoolmasters and 
professors, and the men who devote 
themselves to such periodicals as the 
“Wan Kwoh Kung Pao” is not 
rewarded by the grant of C. M. G.’s 
or C. B’s, or by recognition of any 
kind from kings or governments, but 
“it gets there just the same.” ‘The 
transformation of China which is 
coming on grulually is the work of 
these ten. and as the t 
tion of China means. th 
China, its im the interes 

ns to help it on. ‘The outbreak in 
Peking last year was a despairing 
eHfort on the part uf the Chinese 
Bourbons to stop the wave of progress 
which they realised would overwhelm 
them in time if it were not turned 
back. ‘They did check it for a 
moment; but they cannot turn it 
back. Ib proceeds from a hundred 
centres of impulse all over China, 
and among these centres are hospitals 
like Dr. Main’s and halls such as 
we are now asked to help to build. 
Dr. Liu’s letter is so cogent that it 
does not really need our advocacy ; 
‘but we are anxious to do all we can 
to help the peaceful transformation 
of China.

Devoted to the interests of 
his country, Mr. Brenan was eager 
that she should keep her well-earned 
position as leader in the Far East, 
and he was unavoidably discouraged 
from time to time when he saw 
his country’s interests imperiled by 
apathy and ignorance in Downin 
Street. Readily accessible and al- 
ways affable as he was, his fellow- 
countrymen never went to him in 
vain for advice or assistance : he was 
as resourceful and clear-headed as he 
was obliging. ‘The long illness and 
death of his wife, a most amiable and 
charming lady, were a great blow to 
him: he scemed to have recovered 
his cheerfulness and energy when he 
returned to Shanghai last year, but 
he was disheartened by what scemed 
vurthy position which 
our cwbarrassmeuts iu South Africa 
condemned us ti Peking.

Was transferred to 
Chefoo in July 1883, and to Tientsin 
and Peking in December 1885, Was.

THE TOUR AND AFTER. 
2nd July. 

SrRaNGELy enough the press of the 
Far East has paid little attention to 
the Duke of York’s tour “down be- 
low.” With the war in Sout Africa 
dragging its slow length along and 
the diplomatic discusstons in Peking 
to afford plentiful scope for surmise 
and invention, the public seems to 
have been satisfied with the bare 
telegraphic announcements which 
have been given from time to time 
as to the Duke's progress, and to 
have cared little for the broader as- 

ect of the question, For, judged 
Hom the Imperial standpoint, the 
British Empire has never before seen 
a “progress” so iraught with great 
possibilities as this of the Heir Ap- 
parent. Nothing in history compares 
with it, “Imperium et libertas,” says 
“La Perseveranza” of Milan,—“ words 
which sounded terribly ironical in 
the mouth of Tiberius— are merely 
the expression of a great truth when 
they are used to describe the political 
system which unites Great Britain 
and her Colonies.” Here from the 
en of an Italian writer we have the 
Keynote to the grand opera of the 
Consolidated British Empire. Men 
of middleage can well remember when 
the Colonies were looked upon as 
so many encumbrances to be cast 
adrift at the first opportunity. 'The 
war in South Africa came to complete 
the triumph of those who thought 
otherwise, those who like ourselves 
have insisted that the men who made 
Britain were the men who left it. 
Even the stick-at-homes and the 
least of Little-Englanders now see 
that this is no exaggeration, and the 
incidents in the Duke of York’s tour 
together with a consideration of the 
facts connected with itarecoming with 
all the'force of convietion into minds 
hitherto regardless of the splendour 
of the heritage which their wander- 
ing compatriots have prepared for 
them. 

At every port the Duke has been 
received and escorted by vessels of 
the British navy, not sent there for 
the purpose, but there on the usual 
business of our navy, the defence of 
our commerce, -the policing of the 
seas; and’as the ever-ready advanced 


posts of our power. Wherever he 
has landed he has found waiting to:

It represents the 
might as wal as the unity of Austra- | 
lia’and its sister Colonies. The} 
Federation becomes an Empire, an 
island Empire of continental size 
and strength. Far away from the 
jealousies and spite of Europe it may, 
so long as the British navy exists, 
continue its course of development 
with an even greater sense of security 
than the giant sister confederation in 
North America. Australia is beyond 
the reach of European attack. Stray | 
cruisers might possibly evade pursuit 
and make descents on undefended ; 

rts, but even these vessels would 
in the end pay the price of their 
temerity. 

Roughly the size of Europe, these ! 
South Sea colonies of ours have a 
population less than that of London, a 
population which has shown the same 
powers of progress that have recently 
electrified the world in their concrete ; 
form as exhibited in the United 
States of America. As in America 
also, the number of German emi- 
grants is a large and successful unit 
in the population. Some of the finest 
triumphal arches exhibited at the 
various ports during the Duke’s tour 
were those put up by German re- 
sidents who have profited by the 
opening allowed them under the 
“open door” system on which our 
possessions are conducted. 

But great as must be the effect of 
the Royal progress through the South 
Seas, other results from other portions | 
of the empire will probably equal if | 
not surpass them. A halt is to be 
made on the return journey at Cape- | 
town, unless the ‘presence of the 
plague there should alter the pro- 
gramme, and thence a course is to be 
steered to the nearest port of the 
great Canadian Dominion, where 
Frenchman and Englishman dwell 
side by side in that “good and joy- 
ful” state of unity, so highly praised 
by the Psalmist. “Imperium et 
Libertas” as a motto of empire has 
never been better exemplified than 





in Canada. The “ Perseveranza,” 








from which we have quoted above, 





says, “Chamberlin, who is now the 
Archpriest of Imperialism, once said 
on a visit to Canada, that if the 
Dominion wished for separation, the 
mother-country would never attempt 
to use force. The United States gaze 
with longing eyes on Canada, and 
yet, up to now, the Canadians have 
shown no wish for incorporation. 
Now, atter the Canadian volunteers 
have displayed their valour in South 
Africa, the time of union with the 
States is, indeed, far off. Why 
should the conditions be altered 
Perfect peace and unanimity prevail 
even the French population is as 
loyal as the English—the Prime 
Minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier is a 
Frenchman. ‘Imperium et Libertas’ 
is not a vain boast.” 

Our Dalian contemporary is right. 
As Max O'Rell says of us, “ John Bull 
knows how to handle the reins. His 
tonch is so light as to be unperceived, 
but itis there all the same.” It is only 
when, as in South Africa, we are 
driven to resort to extremities that 
our colonies receive aught but con- 
sideration at our hands, If in that 
case discipline has had to take the 
place of conciliation we can at least 
point with pride to the grand support 
in blood and treasure which has been 
given by the other self-governing 
colonies, support. with which we 
should not have been favoured had 
our cause been udjust. The Federa- 
tion of the Hupire is practically 
accomplished. The Duke of York's 
tour should pave the way to an easy 
settlement of the necessary formal- 
ities.

Os the 5th of November Sir E. 
Satow telegraphed to Lord Salisbury: 
that Li Huug-chang, ax Viceroy of 
Chibli, had addressed an impertinent 
note on the 4th to the Foreign 
Ministers, complaining of the conduct 
of the Allied troops in the Paotingfu 
expedition, and of that of the Chinese 
Christians. The English, French, 
German, and Italian Ministers re- 
turned the note with an intimation 
that they were unable to accept it. 
The other Ministers refrained from 
acknowledging its receipt. On the 
7th Chang Chih-tung asked Mr. 
Warren to wire to Lord Salisbury 
that there was reason to doubt the 
truth of the report of Yii Hsien’s 
death, but he and Tung Fo-hsiang 
were to be “severely punished.” On 
the 10th of November Queen Victoria 
sent a telegraphic reply in the follow- 
ing terms to the Emperor of China’s 
messages :— 

We received at the hands of your 
Imperinl Majesty’s Minister at our Conrt 
the telegraphic messages which your Ma- 
jesty was pleased to send us on the 3rd 
July and 14th August. 
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We have been deeply moved by the 
accounts which have reached us i 
gard to the terrible events wl 
taken place in your Majesty's Empire, 
and we have been especially horrified at 
the treatwent of British and other Euro- 
pean missionaries in the Province of Shansi, 
where many of our subjects have under- 
gone torture, and met with a violent an 
cruel death at the hands of your Majesty's 
subjects, und where the fate of « still larger 
number, includivg women and childeen, is 
still unknown. 

We trust that we can rely upon your 
Majesty, both to see that your subjects, 
without distiuetion of persons, who have 














perpetrated or instigated thes: atrocious | 


crimes, shall meet sith proper punish- 
ment, ‘and to take all mensures necessary 
for rendering impossible the recurrence of 
similar outrages, 

The only desire of our Government, 
besides obtaining reparation for wrong don 
is for the re-establishment and maintenane 









trust that the negotiations now 
enced will result not only in peace 
restored, buc in bringing about a 
things which will xfford complet 
for the lives and property of 
foreizners in your Imperial Majesty's 
dominions, 

On the 6th of October Acting 
Consul-General Fraser at Hanko 
sent to Lord Salisbury a very in- 
teresting account of a long interview 
with Chang Chih-tung. The Viceroy 
appeared very anxious that the peace 
negotiations should be pushed on as 
much as possible. On Mr. Fraser's 
saying that foreigners generally were 
sceptical as to the real value of the 
decree against. Prince ‘Tuan and 
others, the Viceroy earnestly assured 
him “that the Enipress Dowager re- 
pented of the hostile policy pursue: 
in the North, and would carry out the 
punishment of its authors. ~ The de- 
cree might seem insufficient to persons 
unacquainted with the Chinese sys- 
tein of government: but it was not 
final. ‘heir Majesties being in the 
power of the reactionary Ministers 
had to proceed with caution, and 
surely the deeree in such cit 
tances was sufficiently bold.

CONFUCIUS AGAIN. 

Some time ago, your correspondent heard 
a curious story, which goes to pile up the 
evidence showing how Confucius is honour- 
ed and worshipped by his countrymen. It is 
said that at a plice about sixty li from 
Hsiichien a number of workmen one day 
some tens of years ago came across a stove 
image in the bottom of a creck. Tt was 
buried in the sand, but they dug about it 
and pulled at it till ‘they got it out to view. 
‘Then the crowd of men went for copes and 
poles to carry it up to higher ground, 
‘They tugged and tugged but could not 
move the heavy stone image. A young boy 
suddenly appeared on the scene and, while 
the workmen were resting from their efforts, 
he went up to the image and, looking into 
its face, said : “Chung Ni, ‘Chung Ni, of 
course Chung Ni, why you are Chung Ni! 
{Chung (ff) means * heavy,” aud Ni (2) 
has the force of “indeed.” These two 
sounds also represent the common name 
or style of Confucius~ Chung Ni (ff . 
He then commanded the mes to Ay B)] 
and carry it to the bank. ‘They lifted it 
up with ease! Looking around lo see who 
this wonderful child was, behold he had 
gone! They then thought of what the 
boy had said, and, looking at the image, 
they concluded it ‘was certainly Confucius, 
‘They placed it on » favourable spot and 
built over it a temp'e, and there it is 
worshipped to this day.

shows signs of decreasing, though it is hard 
ly safe to accept the official returns as any 
guide, partly because nothing like all the 
cases are reported aud partly from. the 
fact that the population has been greatly 
reduced by the constant exodus of the 
Chinese to the mainland, and notably to 
Canton. ‘The total cases’ reported so far 
number 1,406 cases and 1,334 deaths. On 
the face of it this is absolute nonsense. 
Taking the lowest estimate, from caleula- 
tions made on the busis of cases known in 
two or three industrial enterprises, the 
cases must be much nearer seven thousand 
to date. But the epidemic has, I think, 
seen its worst point, and is now abating. 
Nevortheless it is becouing an annual 
terror, and should be met in advance next 
season with wuch precautions as will mini- 
mise its ravages and shorten its stay. No 
further cases among Eurepeans have tv be 
recorded, except one Portuguese, who died 
yesterday, and there were only 19 new 
cases during the past twenty-four hours. 

‘THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND THE 

GOVERNMENT. 

‘The local sensation of the week has been 
the publication of the correspondence be- 
tween the Chamber and the Government on 
the subject of the sanitation of the Colony. 
The Chamber, on the 7th inst., addressed 
a courteous, Dut decided representation to 
the Government urging that, in view of 
the serious consequences following the 
annually recurring epidemics of piagne, 
through loss of business and stoppago of 
industries through the exodus of the 
Chinese, more energetic measures should 
be taken to combat the disease, and calling 
grave attention lo the often neglected 
warnings of experts and former vfticials, 
in support of which several extracts frou 
reports and speeches were given. The 
Government, after six days’ deliberation 
replied, through the Colonial Secretary, 
scknowledging receipt, but while carefully 
avoiding the questions raised, proceeded 
to impute to the Chausber hasty acceptance 
of reckless statements made in the local 
Prass and suggested thst it should requ: 
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ils representative in the Counei! to bring 
its views before that body. ‘The whole tone 
of the letter was that of chiding a naughty 
Voy for a vaguely specified fault, and con- 
pletely begged the question at issue. The 
Committee of the Chambers were quite 
taken aback by this aitempt to set them 
down and were more grieved than aunayed. 
‘The letter was only intended to arouse the 
Government to vigorous action, so as to 
get rid of the plague, and was not written 
in any spirit. of hostility. Sir Henry 
Blake lias certainly allowed his_ feelings to 
run away with his judgment. The Cham- 
ber have so far made no response, and 
Titnagine they will probably conclude not 
to take any notice of the attack upon the

A CURIOUS custo. 

I chanced to read a few days ago the 
origin of the custom adopted by members 
‘of ‘the House of Commons of bowing to 
the Chair before taking their seats in 
the House.

an act of respect to the Speaker, but. it 
appears that the act has a far deeper 
meaning and dates back to the days of 
Henry III, who at ene time allowed his 
Parliameut to meet in St. Stephen's Chapel, 
Westminster. In those days yuite half of 
the members of the House were abbots or 
other clerics and us a matter of course, 
being what we should in these daye call 
ritualists, they bowed to the altar before 
taking their seats.

DATE OF THE CORONATION.

‘THE QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 

‘To-day is the birthday of Queen Vic~ 
toria, and the King has done honour to 
his mother’s memory by continuing it, for 
this year at least, as a holiday in’ the 
Government offices. Moreover, his Ma- 





jesty has selected this as the date for the 
presentation of new colours to the 3rd 


Scots Guards; and as the ceremony adopt 
ed for this presentation bears a very close 
resemblance to the Trooping of the Colour 
by which Victoria's natal day was always 
marked, the continuity of the celebration 
was further emphasised. As the Trooping 
of the Colour is not a very suitable function 
for the month of November, in which 
the King’s birthday falls, there is a 
probability that it will be transferred to 
some other Royal anniversary—possibly 
Coronation day. ‘Then there is an excellent 
suggestion that the King should adopt for 
his own coronation next year the anniver- 
sary of the date on which his mother was 
crowned—the 28th of June. Tt has already 
been decided that the great ceremony shall 
take place somewhere near the middle of 
the year; and as the 28th will be a Satur- 
day—a very suitable day for a public 
holiday—it will he a very desirable date

THE ACCIDENT To THE SHAMROCK. 

One can imagine the terrified excite- 
ment of those who from the shore and 
other boats witnessed the serious mishap 
to Shamrock II on Weduesday. ‘The even- 
ing newspapers of course always make the 
most of an incident which puts a crowned 
head in danger; and when one first saw 
the evening paper bills bearing such lines 
as: “Wreck of the Shamrock—Miraculous 
escape of the King” one was inclined to 
suspect exaggeration. But one has only 








to look at the photographs taken by the 
many cameras which were directed upan to 
Cup Challenger at the time of the accident 
to realise that it was indeed a marvel that 
no one was killed or injured. A great deal 
of sympathy is felt for Sir Thomas Lipton 
on both sides of the Atlantic in this fresh 
iece of ill-luck, which will render it quite 
impossible for the challenger to race for 
the cup on the date fixed—the 20th of 
August. Already Sir ‘Thomas had been 
disappointed with the sailing powers of 
his new yacht, which was evidently out~ 
classed by her predecessor, Shamrock I 
That yacht has, however,’ improved re- 
markably in speed since her defeat in the 
last Cup contest; and it may possibly be 
that the mew challenger will sail better 
with her uew gear, and that the disaster, 
by which some £4,000 worth of damage 
was done, may thus prove a blessing in 
ise. The King is said to have dis- 
played excellent nerve aud perfect cool- 
hess throughout the episode. There were 
two or three ladies on board at the time, 
one of them being the Marchioness of Lon- 
donderry. 
THE CRYSTAL PALACE SHOW. 
Yesterday Earl Roberts opened the 
t naval and military exhibition which 
jas been promoted at the Crystal Palace 
in celebration of the Jubilee of Paxton’s 
famous glass-bouse in which the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 was held in Hyde Park. 
Jn the course of his speech “Bobs” re- 
called the fact that it was in that very 
building during its stay in Hyde Parke 
that he had his only meeting with the 
Duke of Wellington. Roberts was only 
nineteen at the time, and a year later the 
great Duke was dead. The show at the 
Crystal Palace is an excellent one, as it 
has need, for it has a formidable rival to 
fight in the Military Exhil ition at Earl’s 
Court—a much more get-at-able place for 
the great mass of Londoners. ‘The most 
notable incident in the opening ceremony 
was the unveiling by the Countess Roberts 
of a very fine equestrian statue of her hus-| 
band, the work of the late Mr. Bates. 
MR. MORLEY. ON THE WAR. 
‘Yesterday the Budget Bill was carried 











on its second reading in the Comions by 
a majority of 104, the debate being marked 
in its closing hours by the most interesting 
speech we have had this session—the first 
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speech which Mr. John Morley has deliver- 
ed on the subject of the war in this 
Parliament. Mr. Morley has persistently 
voted with the Government in its pro- 
posals for new taxation, not because he 
believes in the soundness of their finance, 
but because he welcomes any plan of mak- 
ing the generation which is responsible 
for the war pay as much as possible of the 
cost of the war. His speech last night 
‘was listened to with the profoundest atten 
tion and interest. He has never in all his 
carcer delivered 2 finer effort of oratory ; 
and those who had least sympathy with 
hhis views could not withhold their adm 
tion for his courage and his earnestness. 
There is no “ sitting on the rail” with Mr. 
Morley. He regards the war as a hateful 
war, an “insensate and infatuated war,’ 
a war which has brought material havoc 
and ruin unspeakable, a war of uncom- 
sated mischief and irreparable wioug, 
and ho » wonls in expressing his 
opinion, His peroration, in denunciation 
of Imperialism" and in defence of 
“Tittle Englandism ” was delivere 1 with 
“The master-key of the 
prosperity and strength of the realm,” he 
said, ‘is peace, If our aim is the ex- 
tension of territorial dominion, the trans- 
formation of our ancient realm which has 
headed civilisation for generation after 
generation into a boastful military Empire, 
to be supported, I suppose, by conscription 
and by a Customs Union thrown in, which 
will lose us our best markets for the sake 
of the worst. then Tsay financial rain 
awaits us.

He 
is going to devote a sum of £2,000,000 to 
the establishment of a fund’ to enable 
every young studious Scotsman to receive 
free édueation at the universities of his 
country. The scheme, it is said, involves 
indeed good deal more than this. The 
full details are not yet before us; in fact it 
would appear to be due to a breach of 
confidence that we know as much as we 
do about it. When the announcement was 
first inade various difficulties were raised. 
It was pointed’ out that the fees exacted by 
the Scottish universities cover only a smail 
proportion of the expenses. If therefore 
Mr. Carnegie’s generosity resulted in a 
vast influx into the universities those uni 
versities would be put to enormous ad- 
Citional expenses which they would hary 
no way of meeting. We are assured, 
however, that when we are in possession of 
the full scheme we shall find that all these 
difficulties have been met, and shail admit 
that “history has never ‘shown anything 
0 munificent or so splendid in design.”

Esterhazy’s effusions are i 
teresting, but they are mere ex. parte 
statements destitute of confirmation and 
stopping short just at the most important 
point.

possible out of them and creating: t 
impression that he is keeping somethin 
still more important up his sleeve. If this 
is really the case, he will sell his informa- 
tion, sooner or later, to the highest bidder. 
Apropos of Dreyfus, his book “ Cing An- 
nées de ma Vie” has attracted little at- 
tention in France. Personally he has 
never-been attractive, and most people are 
tired to death of hearing his name. M. 
Joseph Reinach’s exhaustive history of the 
case is far more interesting.

‘He has convinced himself only too 
easily that Occidental seed will make his 
country blossom into a harvest, and he is 
nxious to be the sower. He forgets that 

ional changes are not brought about by 
the will of one man, but from the slow 
evolution of surrounding circumstances. 
He has never read Herbert Spencer or 
Taine, and he knows nothing of French, 
English and German, All he wants of 
Europe is a formula for reform, and, as 
soon as he thinks he has secured it, he ‘will 
kick the Europeaus out. Beneath his 
progressive exterior he | has remained 
int psely Chinese, from his coral button to 
he tips of his thick-soled shoes, I am 
persuaded that he heartily detests us. His 
siews are all the more interesting, because 
his hatred of us is the outcome of reason, 
because he realises the inferiority of hix 
race aml is pained by it, because he has 
found something better to’ do than smoke 
opium and accumulate wives, because he 
uses a quire of papor every day in draving 
up reports and schemes of all kinds, 
hecause he drexms of the distant times 
when China shall take her revenge, and 
iecause he is highly intelligent. He ix 
very progressive and very conservative—a 
state of mind that would be paradox'eal 
anywhere but in China,” 

THE SITUATION, 

M. Donnet than proceeds to reproduce 
the Viceroy’s political views, which have 
already been made known’ through his 
celebrated pamphlet. Questioned as to 
the present state of aifsirs, his Excellency 
expressed the opinion that the conflict 
between China and the Powers would soon 
be «nded, povided too much wore not 
required in regard to punishments, where- 
iy the Emperor's authority would be 
diminished and a state of anarchy would 
ensue, to the great detriment of commerce. 
‘The Court, said the Viceroy, will return to 
Peking as s00n as the foreign troops have 
evacus‘ed Chihli, leaving only the smallest 
possible number of men considered neces- 
sary for the protection of the legations, 
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‘The Emperor and Empress Dowager are in 
complete accord and are both determined 
to carry out reforms at once, in which they 
will receive the fullest support fom about 
ten of the high officials. The others will 
probably take recent events 10 heart and 
come round to the conception of a re- 
juvenated and regenerated China, Finally 
the Viceroy suid he hoped foreigners would 
respect the Emperor, be indulgent towards 
the Chinese officials, and not attempt 
to weaken their influence over the people. 
CHINA'S LIABILITIES. 

‘Tire “ Journal des Débsts, “which may 
be taken as representing the oficial French 
view toa considerable extent, comments 
favourably on Lord Lansdowne’s proposal 
to allow China to meet her liabilities by 
the issue of bonds extingnishable after a 
tern of years by the payment of principal 
and interest. ‘Tue French orgin says all 
the Governments concerned are convinced 
of the uselessness of keeping large bodies 
of troops in China on the chance of obtain- 
ing further punishments of guilty officials, 
and the main question now is the payment 
of the indemnities, England’s views on 
this point are most acceptable. She does 
not approve of any debt being considered 
as due by China to any one Power. She 
regards the allies as an indivisible group 
entitled to press only a collective claim. 
‘There does not apps: to be any objection 
to this principle, provided it does not en- 
able China to ‘declare herself insolvent 
and thus deprive the Powers and private 
individuals of the compensation to which 
they are entitled, ‘The idea is that China 
should give promissory notes, just as « 
merchant might do. ‘The Powers to whom 
these notes were issued could negotiate 
them, if they chose, at a loss. If 
they did, they would virtually endorse the 
Chinese Government's paper and guarantee 
the loan that China is not to be allowed to 
contract on her own account. It is diffi sult 
to sev how the Powers could do otherwise 
than negotine some, at least, of the 
Chinese bonds, because, though the Gov- 
ernments can wait for compensation, pri- 

ate individuals cannot. This consideration 
is of special importance for France, not 
only because of her interest in the Peking- 
‘Hankow railway, the northern portion of 
which was much damaged, but because of 
the responsibility incumbent on her in 
conuection with her protectorate over the 
Homan Catholic Missions, 

‘THE crTizeN's DUTY. 

An interesting fiscal experiment has been 
carried out in Paris since the beginning of 
the year, Fora long time the Paricians 
had complained of the octroi duty on wine. | 
Being uniform, it bore with particular 
hardness on the cheap wines such as the 
working classes are accustomed. to drink. 
On this the tax amounted to as much as 
100%. After much debute it was decided 
to abolish the duties on wine, beer, cider, 
and other sv-called hygienic drinks and | 
increase the charges on spirits. Que of the | 
strongest argtinents in support of | this | 
change was that, it would discourage the 
drinking of brandy and absinthe aud bring | 
comparatively harmless liquids into favour. 
From inguities made, it appears that 
the consumption of wine hay grown by 
about three-fifths while there is no per- 
ceptible decrease in that of spirits. The 
working man, who, it was hoped, would | 
abandon brandy for wine, takes his ‘ petit | 
verre” or his ‘yerte”’ just as before, | 
although he has to pay an eatra sou for it, 
Meanwhile, to make up for the loss of | 
revenue on wine, it has been found 
necessary to increase direct taxation nearly 
25 per cent, so that the-change is all loss 
and no gain to the suberest portion of 
the community—which shows that under 
modern social conditions the State expects 
the good citizen to drink. Asan encourage 
ment to temperance, the experiment 
hardly a success.

Sin,—We beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of the 20th ultimo, bearing re- 
ference to the question of licence fees for the 
saleof Wines and Spirits. In reply we would 
ask you ty bring the following comments to 
the notice of the Municipal Council for their 
consideration. 

It appears that for some years past the 
Council have been authorised by the Rate- 
payers to exact a fee by way of licence from 
every “shop or store for the sale of Foreign 
Wines and Spirits,” this fee, has however 
hitherto been coliected only from 
Purveyors in sinall quantities of Forei 
Liquors; it would seem however, that the 
Ratepayers’ authority goes further’ than this, 
and authorises the Couneil to impose such a 
fee on every shop or store kept for the sale 
of Wines “and Spirits whether foreign or 
native, and also whether the liquors are sold 
in such shops or stores wholesale or retail 
for a reference to Webster's Dictionary wil 
show that the word “store” is detined as 
‘any place where goods are sold whether by 
wholesale or retail.” 

‘Tho swecessive Councils which have been 
in office whilst this authority from the Rate- 
payers has been in force, would therefore 

ppear to have only carried ont a part of the 
instructions of the Ratepayers, inasmuch 
as they have charged a licence fee only to 

Purveyors, and not to all sellers of 
alcoholic Liquors, which was clearly the in- 
ention of the Ratepayers that they’ should 
0. 

And now we would refer the Council to the 
last Meeting of Ratepayers, held during the 
present year; at that Meeting in his speech, 
the Chairman made the following statement: — 
“Tt is proposed to levy a tax on foreign 
establishments for the sale of Liquor as well 
ax Chinese.” 
seems to be quite clear, namely that all 
sellers of Liquors whether by wholesale or 
retail are Hiable to taxation, for there i 
nothing said in it limiting the fee to retail 
purveyors. 

A reference to the advertisement columns 
of the local Press will show that there are 
many foreign firms here engaged direetly-in 
the Liquor’ business, and onr conten 
that it would manifestly Ie ata 
differential tax place! on us in favour 
others carrying on exactly the same class of 
business but in conjunction with other affairs. 

We would beg the Council to accept our 
assurance that we do not demur to the pay-

The annual meeting of the Chins Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society was held at 
the Royal Asiatic Society Hall on Tuesday 
afternoon (25th ult,). Mr. Byron Brenan, 
c.x1.¢., H.B.M.’s Consul-General, was in the 
chair, and there were also present the Rev. 
Timothy Richard, the Rev. G. H. Bond- 
field, the Rev. C. E. Darwent, Dr. Barchet, 
Mr. 'T. W, Kingsmill, Mr. J. E. Lemiére, 
Mr. C. M. Lacey Sites (Hon. Secretary), 
‘Mr, J. West (Hon. Treasurer), and others,

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual general meeting of the 
Shanghai Society for the Prevention of | 
Cruelty to Animals was held in the Board- | 
room of the Municipal Council yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Byron Brenan, C.M.G. 
(British Consul-General), the President of 
the Society, occupied the chair, and there 
was a moderate attendance. 

The Chairman remarked that the work 
of the past year differed slightly from that 
of the proceeding twelve months, in that 
caves of cruelty had diminished. As mem- 
bers would see from the accounts a certain 
diminution in their revenues was due to 
the loss number of fines impose for 
cruelty, from which they derived part 
of their income. During the expired year 
the Society had the services ofa Sikh, who 
way paid to look for cases of cruelty, but 
this was found unsatisfactory, and ‘with 
the consent of the Captain Superintendent 
of Police it had been decided to spend the 
same amount in ziv.ng rewards to police- 
men who detected cruelty on their beats. 
‘They were rather sanguine that this me 
thod would prove more efficacious than the 
other one. Tt was also proposed that the 
example set in London of having a “ green 
yard" for tho detention and care of animals 
unfit for work should be followed here. 
(Applause.) The number of cases brought 
by the Society to the notice of the police 
and the Mixed Court was 29, of which 15 
were cruel treatment of ponies, and the 
other 14 cases of cruelty to various 
animals, In most instances the Society 
succeeded in obtaining the imposition of 
fines. Certain changes had taken place in 
the committee owing to the absence of 
some of the members, and new members 
would have to be elected. ‘The receipts of 
the Society were rather less, only $544 

$691, and the fines had decreased. 
had spent a good deal more too, in 
addition to the payment of the Inspector, 
and they had given Inspector Batty a £10 
note as a memento of his services to the 
Society. They were. however, $969 to the

OF conrse I would 
have returued the assault and perhaps 
taught him a very much-needed lesson 
thnt Chinese cannot be assaulted without 
any cause had I not got the knowledge of 
what such foreigners would do if I got the 
upper hand in the fight. But if he was. 
assaulted by me in this way, what do 
you think, Mr. Editor, would be the 
consequence ¢ ath 
It is a great pity that even in this 20th 
century, when every European nation 
boasts of being civilised, still “might. is 
right.” And the apparently civilised but 
inwardly savage foreigner in question is 
undoubtedly well versed in this principle. 
It is obvious that it is impossible for 
Chinese to be friendly with foreigners 
as long ss the latter ill-treat peaceful 
natives at their sweet will. Anti-mis- 
siona-y riots are not unusually plotted aud 
catried out by those who, while visiting 
Shanghai, had been brutally ill-treated by 
foreigners, as such assaults and ill- 
treatment generally of natives occur daily.

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THE HUANGPU AGAIN. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nortu-Cuisa Day News.” 


Simj—It is unfortunate that afters 
gentleman has been accredited by the 

tnamber of Commerce to visit Peking 
and submit to the Foreign Ministers 4 
pln for the conserrancy of the Huapgpu 
there should follow an active discussion on 
the subject with such material diversity of 
views. 

‘The opinion of the business men and 
taxpayers of Shanghai should have been 
thoroughly exnvass-d and there shoul 
have gone out from Shanghai but one 

rent on a subject as big as thesubject 
erce itself. 
hanghai is admittedly a trade metro- 
polis of the world, and the river thas flows 
by her docks and wharves into the sea 
must be preserved, or else the commercial 
wealth of the city must pass away. 

As it will be assumed that the Chambi 
of Commerce represents the business seu! 
ment of Shanghai it is not so clear that 
any plan involving an appropriation by the 
city could be accepted as authorised 
without the approsal of those who pay the 
taxes, and the letter of “Civis” i 
“News” of Thursday points out the neces- 
sity for such approval. 

But Iam writing to offer a suggestion 
which seems to have an important b-ating 
on the whule subject, though at the 
time all can appreciate that without 
harmony of sentiment and energtic co- 
operation the plan will receive a dose 
of Peking tex and go to sleep again. 

‘The question now engaging the attention 
of diplomats is whether China shall be 
preserved or divided, and while, apparently, 
there is an accord of sentiment, among 
West rn Powers, in favour of preserving 
the empire in its entirety, a strong an 
reasonable doubt exists in the minds of 
mauy careful observers that the accord is 
not substuntinely based, and that the 
mvsre earnest ndvocates of China's territorial 
unity are Great Britain and the Un ted 
States.

ITS IMPORTANCE. 
Mr, von Méllendorff in an article pre- 
pated for the China Mission Hand book, 
estimates the numb-r of thowe who 
speak the mandarin (in its_multitudin- 
ous forms) xt 300,000,000. The Kuang- 
tung dinlect, including the Hakka, he gives 
as the language of 20,000,000. ‘To the Min 
dialect (including Amoy, Swatow, Foo 
chow, etc.) he assigns 20,000,000, and to the 
Wa dialect he assizns 42,000 00. ‘The Wu 
dislect comprises the Ningpo (25,000,000), 
the Wenchow (1,000,000) and the Soochow: 
Shanghai disleety which he estimates to he 
the language f 18,000,000 human beiny 
The Shan hwi-Soochow variety of the Wu 
dialectsixaccorting to this authority, spoken 
by eighteen millions and belongs to a group 
which is the dialect of forty-two millions ! 
The Wu dialect is the language wf the 
wealthiest, mot, populous, and in many 
respects the most intelligent and en 
prising section of this great, emp 
and it is spoken by about the sau 
number of people as tie Spanish lang 
and by only xbout ten millions | 
French, ‘Those using it outmmnber hy 
nine millions the speakers of Itslion, and 
comprise ‘three times as muy as the 
Portuguese, and twice as many as the 
Chinese who speak any uther dialect, 
except the mandarin, The Shans

Tt has also eight tones instead of the 
am indarin's five, and while these tones are 
much nearer the originil and correspond 
more nearly to the terms used by Chinese 
in naming them, such is the nature of the 
dialect that the learner may in large 
measure disregard these toues and yet be 
well understood; and the difiiculty in 
learning the eight is perhaps no greater 
than that of mastering the mxndarin's five. 
‘Aa to the “slurring indefiniteness” of 
Shang! there is little difference be- 
tween it and the mandarin. Dr. Mateer 
says: ‘ Mandarin is distinguished by the 
fact that nearly all its sylla“les end with a 
vowel. “Tts only consonant endings are n 
and ng. The Southern non-mandarin 
dialects have in addition syllables ending 
ink, m, p, and t.” ‘These remarks appl: 
equally well to the Wu dialects, although 
there are traces of a final k, in the ju shéng 
(AR®) which is the tone in which the p, 
t, and k sounds of the Southern dialects 
occur. The ng of the Shanghai is more 
frequent than in mandarin; the n sounds 
are less distinct, but in other respects the 
mandarin has little to boast of in the way 
of clearness of pronunciation ; in fact, to 
Shanghsi people the mandarin seems mushy 
and indefinite in comparison with our more 
distinct and clean-cut pronunciation ! 
There is no very grext and essential 
difference between” mandarin and the 
Shanghsi dialect as far as idiomatic con- 
‘struction is concerned. In this the dialect 
of Wu is connected more closely with 
mandarin than with the more southern 
dislects. “The difference lies chiefly in 
the use of a few pronouns and particles not 
known to kuanhua,” says Mr. Mollendorff, 
and I may add that many of the Shanghai 
peculiarities are more ‘‘ classical” than the 
mandarin. In its tones and the number

Iris not the intrinsic excellence of the 
mandarin that h»s caused that dialect to 
spread over three-fourths of China. Its 
superiority lies only in its wider use and 
hence its larger vocabu'ary. It has been 
forced upon the larger part of the Chinese 
empire, as Latin was forced upon the peo- 
ple of the regions round about the Medit- 
terancan, in spite of the fact that the 
Greek was the language of the learu- 
ed and much superior to the Latin 
in powers of expression. It is not 
the inherent excellence of a language 
that gives it currency, it is rather the 
vigour aud aggressiveness of the people 
who use it; but then the use of a 
language by a vigorous and aggressive 
yeople will cause that language to 
Proaden out until it becomes a suitable 
medium for expressing the thoughts of 
those who use it. 

‘The dialect of Wa stil! exerts a pow 
fal iufluence upon the literature of China, 
Tt is a living, growing language, and if the 
political supremacy of the” mandarin 
speakers were o be taken way, it is a 
question whether mandarin would nob 
have a diminishing rather than an in- 
creasing influence. Central Chinn is to- 
day the intellectual and commercial 
centre of the Chinese Empire, and 
its language must have a great deal 
of influence upon the future language of 
the empire. ‘The mandarin with its 420 
syllables, and is lack of many of the 
superior features of the Southern dinlects, 
must undergo cous'derable change before 
it exn meet the requirements of a modern 
language. No, doubt the future langunge 
‘of China will incorporate much that is 
found in other dialec’s, :and Shanghai will 
hiave no small influence in determining its 
finwl forin.

AN ITALIAN SAILOR CUTS HIS THROAT. 

An Italian suilor named Belussi Marino, 
aboub % years uf aye, from the Vettor 
Pisani, mado a most’ determined at- 
tempt'at suicide yesterday in the Nan. 
king Road opposite Messrs. Bernars 
Brothers’ shop by cutting his throat 
with a razor. It seems that about a week 
ago'the man way reduced from a cor- 
poral to dueranks and immediately deserted 
hisship. A warrant was then issued for his 
arrest, and detective-sergt, McDowell hear- 
ing that the man frequented Messes. Ber- 
nardi’s store went there and searched the 
rooms upstaits thoroughly in eoujunction 
with the Italian Consulate’s constable, 
without success, When about to leave 
shop the searchers received information 
that Marino was attempting to leave by 
the back door and on going there the man 
rushed across the shop into the street. He 
wasthen pointed ontto detective McDowell, 
but on seeing the detective approach 
him he drew a razor from his pocket 
and slashed at his own throat. "he detec- 
tive pluckily closed with him, the man in 
the meanwhile endeavouring ‘to cut him- 
self more effectively aud swishing the 
razor about in such a way as to 
cause imminent danger to the detective 
who finally succeeded in throwing him 
and grasping the razor. Fortunately 
the detective escaped unharmed his 
clothes only being covered with blood. 
‘The man succreded in cutting his windpipe 
bot the jugular vein was untouched. 
Exhausted with his struggles and fain 
from loss of blood, Marino sank to the 
ground, and would have died but for the 
promptand skilful attendance of MeDowrll 
and # French ofticer, who used every effort 
tosavehis life. Valuable help was also given 
by a Sikh policeimon and constable Brun. 
‘Mrs. Colin Buchanan who was passing by 
at the time saw the strogule and stopped 
hor carriage, avd inost kindly put it at 
the disposal ‘of the detective, who placed 
the man inside and had him ‘conveyed to 
the General Hospital where he was im- 
mediately attended to by Dr. McLeod.

THE MOVEMENTS OP PRINCE TUAN AND 
‘TUNG FU-HSIANG. 

A Nanking letter states that important 
dispatches have been received in that city 
froin Lanchou, the provincial capital of 
Kansu, via Hsian, to the effect that Prince 
‘Tuan with a numerous following of Mongol 
horsemen, variously estimated at from 
6,000 to ' 2v,000 in number, had passed 
through the ‘district of Héngeh‘éng, an 
important place just touching the Great 
Wall, about 90 miles due east of Ninghsia, 
bound eastwards through the grass 
country or *Ts'ao-ti” ‘en route, 50 
it is alleged, for Peking via Shansi 
province. "The dispatches further state 
that the majority of the Mongol horse- 
men are from the Alashan league and 
are under the immediate command of 
their own Princes, ‘I'sa-sak (chieftains) and 
‘Wai-chi (nobles). ‘The Alashan Mongols 
inbabit the vast grasslands outside the 

t Wall to the North-west of Ninghsix 
prefecture, and theie chiefs cordially 
received Prince Tuan and his followers 
when they sought refuge Inst autumn in 
that part of the Empire. It is also re- 
ported in the Lanchou dispatches that the 
Alasban Mongols have boxsted that they 
have asked for and received assurances of 
help from all the Mongol leagues 
outside the Great Wall from East to 
West, and therefore will be able to 
bring’by the autumn of this year to the 
battlefield a million warlike Mongols, 
inured to hardship and fighting, to assist 
Princo Tuau in vetting his revenge on the 
forvign enemies of China. There seemed 
to bv considerable warlike enthusiasin 
amongst the Mongol horsemen as they 
passed through Héngch‘éng, songs praising 
the warlike exploits of Genghis Khan the 
Great’ Mongol Conqueror being constant- 
ly sung by band after band of theso 
horsemen on the march. Sv far as could 
be seca at the time there did not 



































appear to. be any concerted movement 
between Prince Tuan and Tung Fu-hsiang. 
‘The latter is still (May sth) at Kuyuan, 
the headquarters of the Provincial Com: 
0 


nder-in-chief of Kansu, about 150 miles 
e east of Lanchou, and it would be im- 
pomitie in the scattered state of ‘Tung 
‘u-hsiang’s adherents, as well as the 
distance to be marched over, a very 
monntainous route, for the Kansu forces to 
reach even the Shansi borders within three 
months at the verv least. Ti Tung Fu- 
hsiang desires to join forces with Prince 
‘Tuan in the grass country, outside the 
Great Wall, it will take him much longer 
to get toShansi or Chibli. The main object 
of these North-western rebels, however, 
seems to be Peking rather than ‘Taiyuan. 
aN “‘OFricIaL ORGAN” 
is contemplated by Prince Ching, to be 
established in Peking, says the “Tniversal 
Gazette,” and with this end in view, the 
Prince has ben. communicating with. the 
various Foreign Ministers asking for advice 
and suggestions in the matter. It is 











intended, at the beginning, tu distribute 
this ‘Official Organ” or ‘Kuan Pao” 
free of charge, so as to encourage people 
to read it. 

THE DISTURBANCES IN CHTHLI. 

‘The alliance of village: Chihli province

THE POLICE ARRANGEMENTS OF PEKING. 

‘The “Sinwénpao” reports the arrival xt 
Peking from Shantung of four regiments, 
or battalions (500 mw each) of Governor 
Yvan Shih-k‘ai’s foreign-modelled army 
corps. These new arrivals are to act as, 
or temporarily take the place of, the 
Manchu Gendarmerie of Peking, under the 
“Chiu-mén T'i-tu” or General-of the Nine 
Gates of Peking, commonly translated as 
“Commandant of the Peking Gentarmeri 
In other words, theve gendarmerie are 
military police, who-e duty was, fur the most 
part, to suppress brigandage, | The regular 
civil police of Peking are those under the 
Police Censors of the “Five Cities.” 
These are now uniformed in white-bor- 
dered blue cotton coats with Chinese 
characters sewn on, indicating that they 
are the ‘* Police of the Five Cities.” They 
also wear straw hats, on the ribbons of 
which are Foreign words, having the same 
meaning as the Chinese characters on the 
costs. ‘They have side arms, consisting 
either of a sword or sword bayonet, an 
are to be drilled on a Foreign model, very 
likely by Japanese instructors. 

‘THE NEW CHINESE MINISTER TO RUSSIA. 

A northern dispatch reports that H.E. 
Yang Ju, Chinese Minister ar St, Peters- 
burg, has at last received permission from 
the Throne to resign his pust aud return to 
China, on the gcound of having already 
considerably excerded his term of office 
and algo because of serious chronic illness. 
As a ovatter of fact, Yang Ju's term of 
office expired in the suinmer of 189) 
and his successor Kuei Ch'un, « Man- 
chu—Yang Ju is a Chines Banverman, 
or Hanchiin—who is to relieve Yang Ju 
was appointed then, as may bo seen 
in the columns of this paper at the 
timo. - Naturally, not only has Yang 
Ju ‘been promoted in rank, in the 
meantime, but also Kuei Ch‘un—the 
latter was only a ‘Taotai in substantive 
rank at the time. whilst he is now a Vice- 
President of one of the Six Boards—s'ill 
the appointment to Russia has never been 
cancelted and Kuei Ch'un is now to succeed 
‘Yang Ju in the usual manner. 

‘THE REASON WHY. 

We have been allowed to translate the 
following letter from Hsian giving the 
reasons which led to the alleged death by 
suicide in that city of Ching Sing, Mancha 
President of the Board of Civil Appoint- 
ments, which seem rather credible. 

Tn the first place, Ching Sing brought 
with him from Peking for presenta 
tion to the Throne a long memorial 
signed by a numerous body of Manchu 
nobles, zentry and olticials of the capital 
earnestly praying for the speedy return of 
the Court. ‘To this Ching Sing also added 
an almost similarly worded memorial sup- 
porting the «ppeal of his Maachu fellow 
citizens. All this was taken by the Em- 
press Dowager, personally, as “the vsual 
thing” and gave her noumbrage.at all. It 
followed, therefore, that when Ching Sing 
was given his first audience on his arrival 
at Heian from Poking, the reception 
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accorded him by the Empress D. 
the Emperor wos not present ab 
time—was almost a cordial one, du 
which he was eagerly questioned 
to how he had managed to escape 
with hiv Ife from the murderous bullets 
and bayonets of the Russian, German, 
and French troops at the ‘taking of 
the capital, etc. ete. The favourable

to the Empress Dowager earnestly beseech- 
ing her to put her favourite eunuch, the

Apropos of the telegram which we have 
translated above his’ Exeellency's death 
may not indeed have actually ‘oceurred, 
nt al the same timo there is not the 
ightest occasion to doubt the news of 
Ching Sing's attempt at suicide, for reasons 
already given in these columns obtained 
from perfectly reliable sources. ‘That he 
did uot succeed in bis desive of dying by 
his own hand “to prove his faithfulness 
and loyalty to his Sovereign” was really 
not any fault of Ching’ Sing, for we 
have been assured by intimate friends 
an relatives of his Excellency that he 
wished to commit suicide even as early as 
Tune of Inst year, when to his dismay ho 
found the Empress Dowager and, her 
favourites completely ignoring his earnest 
ings against affijating with the Béxers, 
merely’becacse the latter had displayed on 
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their banners the motto, ‘Supporters of 
the Manchu Dyvasty and Annihilators of 
Foreign Nations.” “When, at last, he found 
that the Government had irrevocably in- 
volved itself with the Boxer movement 
Ching Sing repeatedly attempted 10 die by 
his own hand, declaring that he had no 
desire to witness the destruction of the 
dynasty and the partition of the Em- 
pire of China. The family of Ching 
Sing lad therefore to be constantly 
on the watch, until his Excellency swore 
to them that he would not commit suicide 
until he had sein aud personally opened 
his mind to his Sovereign, Kuang Hsii, 
“should his Majesty escape assassination 
from the hands of his enemies at Court.” 
This remark con'aius in itself a wealth 
of significance and goes to prave beyond 
any doubt that the Einperor Kuang Hsii, 
in spite of all assertions of the reactionary 
Ministers in power to the contrary, has 
remained in strictconfinement and been pre- 
vented from seeing any but those whom 
the Empress Dowager confided in, ever 
since the disastrous 23rd of September, 
1898, which marked the return into 
absolute power of the Reactionaries and 
‘Anti-Foreign Party. During nearly the 
whole of the disturbances in Peking 
Ching Sing remained from choice a mere 
nonentity in the Government, being still 
unable to obtain, for obvious reasons, a 
private audience’ of his Majesty. Kren 
When the Empress Dowager fled from 
Peking on the morning of the 14th August 
Inst, grasping with her right the left hand 
of the Mmperor and with her left the 
Heir-Apparent, P'u Chin, while, closely 
guarded by her father Duke Kuei Hsiang, 
ran behind the Empress Yeh-ho-na-la, and 
Oh'eng Fei, his Majesty's chief and 
favourite coneubine—even then Ching 
Sing found it impossible to speak privately 
to his Majesty during. the flight to Hate 
hua. For had Ching Sing obtained his wish, 
his intention was to return to Peking ant 
commit suicide, so as not to witness the 
catastrophe threatening to overtake the 
empire every moment. Hence, when 
the news was flashed over the wires 
that Ching Sing had committed suicide it 
was no “news” at all to those who knew 
the man: but toattempt to deny that Ching 
Sing tried to div by his own hand at Hsian 
the uther day is under the circumstances 
perfectly ridiculous. ‘The first telegram 
from Hsia reporting the act was dispateh: 
ed khortly after the deed became known, 
and it was given out that he had takeu 
gold leaf. Subsequently came news that 
the gold Jeaf had been punctured by a 
member of Ching Sing’s family #5. se 
it way found out ; thereby restori 
tion. The general belief, however, 
Ching Sing took adose of row opium, 
which was eventually pumped out of him.

ITS PAST AND PRESENT WORK. 
This somewhat ambiguous and self- 
clocted body comes in, for the most part, 
for more abuso than blessing at the Inds 
of foreign settlers and merchants, bur thi 
is not the reward meted out to them trom 
the natives of ‘Tientsin city who are 
peaceably inclined. Which is ihe juster 

judgment? 

In auswer to such « question any un- 
biassed. mind will unhesitatingly reply that 
the native, who hus the greater interest in 
the matter, has given the true verdict in 
his dole of praise, m agre though it be. 
What has been done" is_a question 
answered more readily if pat iu the form 
of “What has not bee.. done 2” Tf put in 
the first order the list would be long anu 
tedious to wade through, while if in the 
latter the quota might be summed up on 
the fingers. Amongst the chief improve- 
ments—for the whole list would he too 
jong to go through—are the making of a 
hand and road from the foreign settlements 
to nnd round the former walled city ; the 
removal of the wall to fill up another 
ancient landmark, the moat arouud the city, 
the use of which seems to have beeu chiely 
to receive diseased und starved cats and 
dogs, breed morquitues and fatten them 
on all tho filth tending to the spread of in- 
fectious diseases and fevers. The city. too, 
is being intersccted by two wide roads, 
clean, healthy, and giving sufficient room 
to the pedesterian to enable him to walk 
unmolested citer by the hesls‘of mules or 
donkeys, the foul odours of cook-shops, | 




















and incu. venience of stumbling over fs! 
vegetable, or seed stalls to say nothing of 
the itinerant mendicant who dogs the path 
of all fereigners. Lamps lave been erected, 
at every twenty yards, 1 light to the 
uderer by night, who-e personal safety 
istakeu care of by a composite force of 
foreign soldiers and Chinese doing police 
duty. A Court has been set up with Mi 
Emens at its head (without the distiue- 
tion of wig and gown—a great mistake) 
for the purposes of dispensing civil 
and critninal justice, aud q ite a respecta- 
ble trade is being done in the piece goods 
ling of Chinese beads and pigtails.

‘That twe business conducted by the highly 
paid budy of directors is a profitable 
and increasing one may be gathered from 
the information recently obtained that at 
one likin barrier alone—where there is a 
smaler trade dove than before the dis- 
turbance by about half, and only about 
oue fourth the articles are taxed by the 
present directors to those on which tribute 
jed—the money finding its 
into the city coffers is 7,000 taels per 
wore than in one week during the 
former regime. The result is that in spite 
of the extraordinary salaries received by 
those acting under aud for the Provisional 
Government—and no one denies that they 
deserve what they get—the said city 
culfers will have to be considerably 
enlarged to hold their burden of wealth. 
That the Chivese householders see and 
appreciate this state of affairs is 
beyond « shadow of doubt, and it would be. 
weil for Chinese householders and m-rch- 
anty of the other big towns of China if they 
could see what can be done in the way of 
improvements aud lightening of the taxes 
when & towo worked as a business 
enterprise aud all necessities are _im- 
mediately dealt with. Itis evident from 
what one sees and hears that the grumblers 
nt the T.P.G. are only disappointed ones 
who have failed to have a finger in the 
pie. It is sincerely to be hoped that 
Uhis temporary Government may be pro- 
longed im ottice until such time as Chi- 
nese may be gradually drafted in aud 
trained in the honest aud beneficial 
discharge of civic duties and in this 
respect China possesses wany apt pupils. 
For heaven's sake let us do our duty as 
civilising powers, take advantave of the 
opportunity in our liands, and enable 
Cuina to have one town honestly governed 
by Chinese for Chinese. IE such a step is 
taken its results wili be far more wide- 
spread than all the military occupations 
frow this till doomsday. ‘The wouey saved 
bythe 1.P.G. should not now be handed 
over to Chinese oticials, as suggested, but 
iuvested in the farchee improvement of 
the city, ths subutbs, and the Peito. A 
certain sum would not be ill spent in 
having a consulting committee of engineers 
of differen nationalities at fixed salaries 
to draft a plan for the improvement of 
Pojho navigation and the removal of tha 
Bar, if-possible. Bigger engineering tasks 
have been accomplished before now.

The 
new comer was apparently 50 years of age 
and looked every inch a gentleman—well 
dressed and perfectly self-possesed in 
manner. It never occurred to any one 
pesent to suspect the intentions of the 
man and if every body turned toward him 
it was to find out what his business was. 
‘Thus unsuspeeted the man stepped up to 
Mr. Hoshi saying something to him and 
before the aldermen had time to fully 
comprehend his words, he took out a short 
sword which he had had concealed under 
his hakama and with lightning speed 
planted it in Mr. Hoshi’s right shoulder, 
its point penetrating his right lung from 
behind. ‘The assassin drew the blade out 
as quickly as he had driven it int and again 
thrust it into his victim's side. All this 
was done in a wonderfully short space of 
time. so that the other aldermen present 
had no time to prevent the murderer from 
carrying, out his bloody work so success- 
fully. 











‘When the assassin drew out his sword 
cafter the last thrust’ Mr. Hoshi fell off his 
obeir in 2 dying:condition and it was then 
only that Mfr, Hizege, clerk of the mesting, 


realising what had taken plaeo, jumped at 
the murderer from behind and took away 
from him his blood-stained sword. The 
others came to the clerk’s help and assisted 
him in capturing the assassin who however 
offered no resistanco saying that, he knew 
what he was doing and he was not a man 
to run aw Shortly after some polive- 
men arrived on the scene and took tho 
man away with them. 

‘The above is in brief an account of how 
the horrible crime was committed as given 
by one of the eve-witnesses on the oceasion, 
‘As to the motive of the assassin nothing 
is yet known except vague rumours, It 
is however said that he is a fencer of some 
note named Sotaro Iba, and living in 
Yotsuya, 

As for Mr. Hoshi he died of the effects 
of the wounds soon :fter the attack had 
been made on him. About an'hour after, 
his remains were carried in a carriage to 
his residence in Aoyama, i 

Mrs. Hoshi and her family have our 
Acepest sympathy as well as that of all 
right-minded persons — throughout , the 
empire. We reserve the comments on 
the sad occurrence for our next issue. 








Iba Sotaro, who assassinated Mr. Hoshi 
Toru on the 2st ult., was a very respect- 
able, well-educited, middle-aged man, who 
simply conceived that it was his duty to 
remove a man whose influence, says the 
il,” he regarded us highly 
Political and public morality. 
by his intellectual powers, with a 
certain amount of unscrupulousness, Hoshi 
‘Toru was probably, after Marquis Ito, “the 
inost influential man in Jepan at the time of 
hisdeath. Not only did he hold the Liberal 
«arty in the hollow of his hand, but he had 
almest. absolute command of the Tokio 
Municipality, the Tokio City Council and 
the Tokio City Assembly.” The “Japan 
Mail” tells us that Iba Sotaro, searched 
hy the police, was found to be in possession 
of a zankan-jo, such as Japanese political 
assassins usually earry ; in other words, a 
document setting forth the motives of his 
crime, It ran as follows.i— 

Lam not intimate with Hoshi Toru, and 
I bear him no grudge whatever. ‘But, 
little worthy as 1 sm of high office, I have 
served as Chairman of the Educational 
Council of Yotsuya and as a member of the 
District. Assemb'y. Hence, when the 
Tokio City Educational Society was form- 
ed, of which HoshiTora b- came President, 
Thad an opportunity of aneeting him for 
the first time, But it was impossible to 
regard with approval the apprintment of a 
inan so evil and depraved (ojaku tnt) t0 0 
commanding position in such a field ay 
that of education, and T determined to 
effect his removal, Subsequently, how- 
ever, Lhad no connexion of any kind with 
him. But nothing could be more serious 
than the fact that this fivished villain 
(rézoku) Hoshi Toru should be ina position 
to demoralise and corrupt the administra- 
tion of Tokio, to destroy the morality of 
the citizens, and : while filling an office 
which required his inspection of the 
conduct of the Municipal officials, that he 
should bring misfortune and shame to all, 
from Sovereign to subject, and that, while 
his accomplices in bribery and corruption 
were exposed and punished, he alone 
should show a brazen face, and should 
continue with increased’ vigour his 
course of insatiste plunder, spreading the 
poison of evil to all clisses and destroying 
the m-rale of the youth. For many gen- 
erations my family has acted as instructors 
of swordsmanship in Tokio, I myself, 
indifferent as my accomplishments are, 
have devoted myself to the cause of 
eduextion, and have sought to promote 
the spirit of learning and of mili- 
tary science. T have also felt it a duty to 
spare no effort for the improvement of 
agriclture and_ manufacturing industry, 
though I am well sware that my abilities 
are an indifferent qualification for such’ a 
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task. na statement 
of the occupations to which I have hitherto 
devoted myself, in order to prove that I 
have no manner of counection with any 
litical party or political ass 
Popiyeurs President of the Tokio Syricul- 
tural School. 
4 years Manuger of the Savings Bank of 
Japan. . 
B years Head of the Yedo-gawa Paper 
Factory. 
4 years Chairman of the Gakuyen-kai of 
the Bungakusha (publishing house).

These details show that Lhave no. sort 
of relation with any political party or as- 
sociation, nor do T bear wny ill-will to 
Hoshi Torn, If I now brave the pain of 
Dating for ever from my wife and cil 
iren—pain as cruel as that of being torn 
asunder—; if I face the comments of pub- 
Jie opinion; if I ruin myself and my 
house for the sake of killing this finished 
villaing it is because I cannot endure to 
see such an arch rascal as Hoshi Toru 
daily pursuing with fresh vigour his evil 
courses ; as President of the Tvkio Edu: 
cational Society, teaching the youth to be 
crooked and corrupt, introducing demora- 
lisation and disorder into the administra- 
tion of Tokio and bringing misfortune 
upon all from the Emperor’ downwards 
Thinking men, I ask you to appreci 
and sympathise with the sincerity of my 
sentiments. 


THE TATUNGFU MASSACRES. 
NARRATIVE BY EYE-WITNESSES.

Hankow, 27th June. 

China Inland Mission, 
‘Tientsin, June 14, 1901. 

Dean Ma, Mrremett,—This week two 
more men have reached us from Sohpting- 
fu, and so for the first time we have an 
account of the last days of our Tatungfa 
martyrs by actual eye-witnesses and par- 
ticipators. 

From Tatungfu the names of the men 
are Tion Seng-kao (FAZER) and Wu-kony 
(RB) ‘Phe former is 31 years of age, 
and was employed as cook by Misses 
Aspden and Smith, ‘The latter was water- 
carrier, and was only baptised with 17 
others’on the 18th of June, x few days 
before the riot. Out of tle 18 baptised 
then within 4 few days no less than tive 
had sealed their profession in bl.od—truly 
baptised into His death, 

‘Their story is as follows :— 

On the 18th of the Gth Moon (June 14) 














the Boxer tion made its first 
Appearanes in Tatunfa, many natives 
at once enralling themselves aud began 
drilling, On the 24th a great crowed 


gathered and burst into the compound, the 
M'Kees and the ladies, Misses Smith 
Aspden, barely having time ta  eseape. 
‘hese latter gut sefely to the Hsien Yamén, 
but Mr. and Mrs. M‘Kee and their lite 
daughter Alice were seen by a party of 
men who chased and threw stones at 
them. Poor Mr. M‘Kee was badly 
wounded in the head and fell stunned, 
and Mrs. M'Kee was so badly injured 
on the ankle that she too fell to 
the ground insensible. The men then 
left “them for dead. Recovering they 
took refuge in a shop, and from there were 
en to the Yamén. Mr. I’Anson and 
family, knowing of the attack on the other 












house, tled to the Prefect’s Yaméi 
they also were kindly received. 

As previous accounts have stated the 
Hsien did his best to protect, and even 
then dared to have the Boxer leader 
beaten. Su for a whole week our friends 
were allowed to remain in peace ; and on 
the night of the riot, by the arrival of 
soldiers comparatively little dimige or 
loss had been allowed at the missionary 
residences. Mr. M'Kee’s head was still 
1g him much trouble ; and Mrs. M‘Kee 
1 unable to walk. 

‘On the 27th of June all the missionaries 
were taken to Mr. M‘Kee's house. The 
T’Anson’s house being about half a mile 
from the M’Kees’, it was represented by 
the officials that it would be s» much more 
dificult to protect them if they were not 
all together. A guard of fifty soldiers was 
sent for their protection. 

On the evening of the 30th of June Mrs. 
M'Kee gave birth to a son. 

‘The next day was observed by the Boxers 
and people as a special day of worship and 
burning incense, especially in regard to the 
killing of the foreigners, and at evening 
there was much excitement and_ shouts 
from thousands to “kill the devils!” No 
attack, however, was made on the mission 
compound. 

‘Phe soldiers do not seem to have been 
particularly friendly, for one day they 
made an attempt to fire the house they had 
been sent to guard, and it was only put 
out in time to save the place. During 
all this time Mr. I’'Anson and Mr, M‘Kee 
were unable to sleep at night from the 
necessity of keeping a strict guard, even 
over the soldiers, 

‘Things, however, went on fairly quietly 
till the 16th (July 12), but the anxiety and 
strain of those days must have been terri- 
ble. No hint of murmuring or re; 
iven, and we can well believe, from the 
experience we know was given to others of 
God's tried saints at that time in so many.

Christians permission ta seek for any 
other remains among the ruins. Some 
bones were found, and thes: have been 
placed in a sack ina mortuary outside the 
city wells, : 

A fieree persecution of the native 
Christians broke out on the’same day, aud 
I have e names of 32 whose lives 
were sacrificed for the name ef Jesus. 
Some of these could, by recantation, have 
saved their lives, Two native R. C. priests 
also were martyred, and some RC. 
converts. 

Since the Government has found it ex- 
pedient to do something to stop the Boxer 
movement, six of the Jeaders have been 
beheaded, two have comnitted suicide in 
prison, and five or six others are still said 
to be in prison in Tatungfu. 

On the 26th of the 2nd Moon each adult 
surviving received 1,000 large cash, and 
each child 590 large sh. The R. C, 
converts received such an amount on two 
oceasions, The widow and two children of 
the martyred preacher Iang also received 
3,000 cash, and 10,000 was given to find 
a place in which to’ worship, and as some 
compensation for the destruction of the 
chapel. With this they have rented « 
small house, in which on Sundays and at 
other times seven or eight of the city 
Christians now mest for worship, Wa 
Kong, with another lad, have been installed 
as caretakers. 

Asmall party of German soldiers (16) 
visite! Tatungfu in the early part of this 
year, and were met 20 Ji from the city by 
the Magistrate and feast: in grand 
style for a day or two while they remained ! 

We may well pray for the future of the 
work in and around ‘Tatungfu. Me, 
M Kee, when visiting us ir the Spring of 
1900 was most sanguine as to its prospects 
nd not without reason. Who will go to 
reonganise where so much has been done 
aud suffered

Upon the reopening of the Court, Mr.

Cross-examined by Mr. Nelson, the 
plaintiff stated that he bad had experience 
of four stock-takings before entering, the 
service of the defendant. With regard to 
the business hours of the store the ladies’ 
department, with which he was more 
particularly’ connected, closed at six 
o'clock, but it left him no spare time for 
taking’ stock, as be then went to another 
department. The defendant told him that 
ho wanted a very careful taking of stock, 
and said he would allow him two months 
in which to do the work. ‘The time was 
too long in which to take stock, as things 
sold during that period had to be account- 
ed for and x fresh stock taken. So far as 
mistakes of the boss were concerned he 
would have corrected them if he had found 
time, but other dutic 
tion. He complained of these 
the defendant, who did not dismiss the 
boys, but told him to exercise more care in 
taking the stock. The defendant instruct- 
ed him, whenever it was possible, to enter 
both the cypher and the selling price of 
goods in the approval book. In reference 
to the question of the corded black ribbon 
witness was certain that the defendant did 
not hear what the customer inquired for. 
It was not any use showing the customer 
another kind of ribbon. 

In answer to his Lordship, Mr. Nelson 
said that his theory was that a draper’s 
assistant should exhibit goods in the 
hope of effecting a sale. 



















His Lordship svid that Mr, Nelson 
could leave that alone and also the 
question 8f the sweets. Mention should 
never have been made of the sale of those 
sweets, and it was not creditable to the 
defendant to have brought the matter 
forward. 

Proceeding, witness stated tint he ouce 
told Mrs. Evans that the defendant did 
not treat him like a gentleman and he 
was not going to stand it. Defendant 
threatened to pitch him out of the shop 
the morning he was dismissed, and when 
he asked defendant do it, defendant said 
he would bring in a policeman. 

His Lordship intimated, when the 

iff left. the box, that he would not 
re further evidence and asked Mr, 
Nelson to argue for the defence, 

Mr. Nelson contended that a master 
could dismiss iis servant for disobedience 
vf proper orders, lack of reasonable 
diligence and habitual neglect of his 
duties or gross insolence. With regard 
to the instant dismissal of the plaintiff 
it was for his Lordship to entirely decide 
whether that refusal on the part of the 
plaintiff to answer a question justified 
instant dismissal. There was no doubt 
that an employer had a right to demand 

reply from his servant. In addition to 
that. refusal the pl used languas 
which wonld ent wy employer the right, 
to turn him away. 

His Lordship—According to your own 
evidence the language complained of was 
used after the notice of dismissal was 
given, 

Continuing, Mr. Nelson said it was 
for his Lordship to weigh the evidence as 
to whether there was sufficient justifica- 
tion for instant dismissal, or for notice of 
dismissal. In spite of the fact. that his 
master had told him to be particulazly care= 
ful in stock-taking, the plaintiff, instead of 
doing the work himself had’ relied on 
Chinese boys. ‘The plaintiff was also told 
to look after the silk, which was the most 
expensive article in the shop, and most 
likely to deteriorate, thus causing an 
enormous amount of loss to the employer. 
All these mistakes on the part of the 
plaintiff continued right up to the day of 
his dismissal. He (Mr. Nelson) thought 
that taking all the circumstances of the 
case into consideration his Lordship would 
be able to form an opinion that the de- 
fendant had the right to dismiss plaintiff 
from his employ. 

His Lordship said that this was a case 
in which the plaintiff sued the defendant 
for wrongful dismissal from his employ 
ment. The employment was under an 
agreement which was to begin on 3rd 
October, 1900, and was to continue at any 
rate for three years. Before the agree- 
ment was entered into the defendant bad 
an opportunity of finding out what were 
the qualifications of the plaintiff, and whe- 
ther he was able to do his work as a sales- 
man. After having had him_ practically 
on probation for a sufficient time to form 
x judgment on his qualifications he entered: 
inito this agreement for three years. In

He 
had applied to Capt.-Superintendent Bois- 
raxou, who said he had no obj-ction toa 
remind, but thought the applicatiwn should 
first be made to the Court, and he now 
asked for the case to be remanded until 
next Friday morning, He understood the 
charge was one of taking a man into 
the country and attempting to extort 
money. Inspector Ramsay suid the man 
was brought before the Courtan a warsant; 
there were two other warrants issued 
against him, one from the Vicoroy and the 
other from the Taotai, but the Court would 
not hand the warrants to the police. He 
(the Inspector) had no objection to a re- 
mand boing granved xo long as the man 
was remanded in the custody of the police.
